Lad Keéps Secret Eight Days, 
Tells of Mysterious Drawer 
on Appraiser’s Arrival. 


CONTEST OVER’ ESTATE 


Numerous Heirs of Childless 
Mrs. Aubuchon to Fight for 
$40,000 Property. 


The sum of $3286 in currency and sil- 
ver and a bank certificate of deposit 
for $1500, which were found in an old 
dresser, are unexpected additions to the 
estate’ of Mrs. Felicite Aubuchon, who 
died Dec; : € at Cross Keys, St. Louis 
County,. @t: the age of 83. Attorneys at 
Ciayton expect a legai battle among her 
numerous heirs over the property, which 
is valued at $40,000. 

The hidden treasure was saved to the 
estate through the fidelity of a negro 
boy named Foley, a descendant of a 
negro man and woman who were named 
in the will of Gregory Aubuchon, hus- 
band of Felicite, as “‘Bub’”’ and “Puss,” 
and to whom 20 acres of land were be- 
queathed. For eight days after the 
death of his mistress Foley kept the se- 
cret of her hoard. 

Negro Reveals Secret Drawer. 

Last Saturday Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Settle, who was appointed ap- 
praiser of the estate, was searching 
the old house for a will, although it was 
belisved Mrs. Aubuchon had died in-| 
testate. To him Foley’ revealed the, 
secret drawer in the dresser in which 
bis mistress kept her valuables. 

Sattle found two packages of currency, 
each contalning $1000, six $20 gold pieces 
and $1166 in mixed currency and silver. 
There was also a certificate showing 
Mrs. Aubuchon had $1500 on deposit at 
the Bremen Bank in St. Louis. The 
money was turned over to Thoophile 
Euno, Mrs. Aubuchon’s nephew, who 
was appointed administrator of the es- 
tate by the Probate Court at Clayton.

were drawn up, and to unanimously sup-

Police Commissioners instead of one 
and to sit in the board himself, as an 
ex-officio member, and to change the 
galaries of the two commissioners to 
$6000 each, instead of giving one com- 
missioner $10,000. 


Indorsed by Committee. 
The meeting yesterday of the Home 


Rule Committee of 100 was called in 
order to have’ the committes indorse 
the suggestions of the members of the 
Legislature, and this was done. unani- 
mously. At the meeting yestsrday, sev- 
eral members present had had the op- 
portunity to hear ex-Gov. Folk in his 
speech before the City Club yesterday 
roon. It was suggested at this meet- 
iag that these bills would be more per- 
fect if, in addition to the provisions now 
in the bills, there were inserted a clause 


the several officials appointed by the 
Mayor, in case they did not perform 
their duties in a satisfactory manner 
to ths people. 

‘Personally,’ I have expressed myself 
epenly favoring this provision. In or- 


a number of the leading citizens, I 
sent some letters out to them about 10 
days ago and much to my surprise 
many of these gentlemen opposed this 
view, saying that if the Governor hap- 
rened to be from one political party 
an@ the Mayor happened to be from 
another, a disagreeable conflict in au- 
thority might arise, because ths Gov- 
ernor might remove the commissioner or 
commissioners appointed by the Mayor 
arid the Mayor in turn would probably 
replace the commissioner removed by 
another who Was equally inefficient. 

Will Recognise Strong Demand. 

On the part of the Home Rule Com- 
mittee of One Hundred, I would like to 
say as chairman, that if there is a 
strong sentiment to have this power cf 
removal in the Governor brought to Jef- 
ferson City when the bills are intro- 
duced, our committee will have to re- 
cognize this.

REPORT OF THE 
CIVIC LEAGUE 


In its report to the Civic Lsague’s 
Executive Board, the committee of four 
said, in part: 

“The movement popularly called 
‘thome rule’ has not ordinarily been dis- 
cussed from the point-of-view of the 
more effective enforcement of laws and 
the seletction of the best possible public 
officials: After all, those are the only 
two questions involved. 

Why Election Was Opposed. 

The committee then presented its 
conclusions, and its reasons for them. 
Its argument for keeping police, excise 
and election officials appointive, and 
not elective, was that the plan of elect- 
ing them would put the power of con- 
trolling their offices ‘in the hands of 
the professional politicians who control 
the nominations.”’ 

In arguing that the police and elec- 
tion officials should not be under the 
Same .apointing power, the committee 
said that to place the two in the same 
hands’ “‘would furnish too great an op- 
portunity. for  police-controlled  elec- 
tions. : 

“Considering the situation in St. 
Louis, it seems wiser to leave the 1ap- 
pointment of the election commissio- 
ers to the Governor, if the Mayor is 
to have the appointment of the excise 
and police officials, because the State 
has a more immediate and larger interest 
in elections than in police and excise 
matters. .he election officials dire:t 
elections in which all State officers sre 
elected and*the people of the State 
have, of course, a vital interest in be- 
ing assured of the fairness of elections 
in St. Louis.” 

In arguing that the power of removal 
should be lodged in the, Governor as 
well as in the Mayor, the committee 
said: “‘Under the Constitution the Gov- 
ernor is sworn to enforce the laws of 
the State, and he should fherefore have 
some control over local law-enforcing 
officials. The only argument against re- 
moval by the Governor, when the ap- 
pointment is made by the Mayor, is 
that, in case the Mayor and Governor 





Governor might play petty politics by 
removing the Mayor’s appointees. We 
do not believe that, in the present state 
of*public opinion, such a situation could 
arise in the case of competent officials.” 


Would Center Police Responsibility. 
The arguments made by the commit- 


tee in favor of one Police Commissioner 
are: “First, that undivided responsi- 
bility placed on one man makes far 
more efficient management; second, 
that the administration of the police 
is analogous to a military system, where 
cne-man control secures the best dis- 
cipline. Such a commissioner should, 
of course, be selected as an expert, giv- 
ing his entire time and thought to the 
work. He would necessarily be a high- 
salaried man. The committee regards 
any restriction as to the length of 
previous jresidence In the city as un- 
wise. The experience of American cities 
has shown that the most competent ex- 
perts are often not at the time resi- 
dents of the city which most desires 
their services.” 

“One of the most conspicuous de- 
fects in our present police system,” 
the .commtitee says, “has not been 
pointed out in the agitation for home 
rule. At present, the State law gov- 
erning the police department pro- 
vides that the commissioners may 
annually make demand on the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly for the appropria- 
tion of as much money as the Police 
Commissioners desire. 3 

*“‘No home rule bill can be considered 
complete which ignores the defect in 
our present law under which the city 
is forced to appropriate any amount of 
money the police department G@emands.”

HOME RULE. 

The Post-Dispatch agrees with Herbert S. Bige- 
low, whose articles published on this page, that 
St. Louis needs freedom to govern itself. We be- 
lieve that with complete freedom to have the 
kind of government it wants and to do with that 
governmert what it wants to do, St. Louis would 
have a well governed, orderly, law-abiding, pro- 
gressive city. 

We believe that if St. Louis could choose its 
own officials in its own way with the power to 
tontrol their action and to remove them if they 
were derelict; if St, Louis had the power to rég- 
ulate its own affairs and its own conduct under 
the general criminal] and civil laws of the State, 
the city would be more orderly than it ever has 
been and would make rapid strides to better and 
greater achievements, moral, industrial, commer- 
cial and social. 

In short, we are not afraid of real home rule in 
‘which full power and responsibility rest in the 
community without hampering restrictions which 
make self government a farce—the kind of re- 
strictions which have been put upon 8t. Louis by 
an antiquated con#itution and. partisan State gov- 
ernments. 

If the assumption of former Gov. Folk that the 
home-rule movement is a law-breaking mdévement 
designed to take the lid off St. Louis, regardless 
o* law, is correct, home-rule is wrong. “If,” as he 
says, “the idea ig to take the lid off St. Louis, it 
should be done directly and honestly” by going 
to the Legislature and asking for a repeal of the 
laws objected to, or asking the Legislature to give 
St. Louie and other cities entire control of the 
liquor traffic. 

But is Hx-Governor Folk for or against home- 
rule? Home rule is the issue. 

We believe ghat the Sunday laws applying to 
St. Louis and at least other cities of the 
- State should be liberalized so that all law-abiding 
Citizens may live their lives In their own way. 
The poor man is as much entitled to enjoy his 
glass of beer on Sunday as the rich member of the 
St. Louis, the Racquet, the University or the Mis- 
souri Athletic Club, is to enjoy his highball o1 
glass of wine. 

Prohibition on one day of the week is as menac- 
ing in a degree to law and order, public and 
private morality as prohibition on seven days in 
the week. As St. Louis has proved by experience, 
- $t cherishes a crop of evils in the way of lawless 
lid-lifting and official grafting. 

But until St. Louis has complete self-govern-

Third, let the people bring forward 
by. initiative petition any proposed 
‘amendment, to be ratified by a majority 
vote, not of those voting at the election 
—look out for that joker—but those

Fourth, provide in the constitutional 
amendment that the city may, under a 
government of its owh making, exercise 
‘fall the powers of local self-govern- 
ment.’’ Don’t neglect to specify in the 
amendment itself that this includes the 
right to acquire by condemnation pro-. 
ceedings and to own and operate any 
public utility, and the right to market 
the products of such utility either 
within or without the city. Home rule 
without that power is ‘‘Hamlet’’ with- 


out Hamlet. 
What would such freedom be worth to 


St. Louis? Who is so stupid as not to see 
that it would mean, not only a new oivi¢ 
birth, but also a great quickening of the 
industrial and commercial life.

HOOSING a suitabie diet is very 
much like revising the tariff 
—it all depends upon where 
the consumer lives, There’s 
nothing dangerous about beans in 
Boston or perk in Kansas City, but 
one wow do well to have a doctor 
handy before tackling a duck dinner 
on Broadway. 

A generation ago it. ~as customary 
for doctors to diagnose several varie- 
ties of dyspepsia. There were nervous 
dyspepsia, fermentative dyspepsia, 
bilious dyspepsia, acid dyspepsia, in- 
testinal indigestion: and just plain 
dyspepsia. The special variety de- 
pended more on the doctor’s idiosyn- 
cracies and less on the patient’s tem- 
perament. For instance, if the doc- 
tor experienced difficulty in agsimilat- 
ing starches he rigidly excluded such 
concentrated fuel from the patient’s 
bill of fare. And if he could. com- 
fortably negotiate a Welsh rabbit he 
attributed to jmagination any symp- 
toms the patient experienced from 
cheese and the other trimmings. So 
that today we have a host of un- 
happy souls who are afraid to eat 
Starch when they know it’s starch, 
and who can only digest cheese in 
the form of a rabbit. Yet some of 
these penitents dote on ice cream, 
which would make good biscuits in 
the torrid zone, and others endure 
regular “hunger days” once a week, 
taking nothing but milk, which con- 
tains not more than 565 per cent 
cheese. 

INCE the discovery of the appendix 

by a famous Boston physician in 
1886 the various brands of dyspepsia 
have steadily declined in prevalence, and 
now there seems to be but one variety 
ef that good oijd-fashioned malady 
worthy of a diagnosis, namely, symptom- 
atic dyspepsia. And symptomatic dys- 
pepsia is increasing at an alarming 
rate if we may judge by hospital sta- 
tistics. Endeed, many’ druggists who 
formeriy did an extensive flaxseed meal 
business have lately displaced the flax- 
seed barrel with a barrel of gasoline, 
for by a peculiar coincidence of events 
the motor car had its birth in 1836 
aiso, 

For several years the science and art 
of the diagnosis of symptomatic dys- 
pepsia was limited to the appendix, but 
when they began mining gallstones and 
building hospitals at Rochester, Minn., 
the subject acquired greater importance, 
and numerous monographs on the mean- 
ingiessness of ‘“‘dyspepsia’’ appeared in 
the medico-literary world. The result 
of this rapid progress is that no plain, 
everyday family doctor is any longer 
capable of telling at 3 a. m. whether 
your “‘stomachache”’ is only a growl from 
a heavy supper or a snarl from a use- 
less organ. In the morning, however, 
any good operating surgeon may readily 
settle the quéstion at a giance. “It’s 
your dyspepsia,” he will tell you. And 
yOu may leave it to the nurse to en- 
large upon the dangers of delay! 

If there is one dietetic axiom that is 
thoroughly implanted in the eager mind 
of the average American reader it is 
that we eat too much meat. Sir Wil- 
liam Osler, the great Johns Hopkins 
medical teacher, of Oxford, England, 
siarted this anti-proteid propaganda, and 
Dr, Keiloxg, the sage of Battle Creek, 
ably seconded the motion of the Cana- 
dian-American-British authority by tell- 
ing us We shouldn’t eat any. Not con- 
tent with that sweeping assertion, the 
Battle Creek food expert goes so far 
as te quete the words of Dr. Melvin, 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try of the Department of Agriculture, 
to frighten us away from the flesh pots 
ef Omaha.

It is hard to believe that a cow witli 
consumption of the lungs should be good 
eating all the way through, with the 
exception of the lungs, but it must be 
true, for we eat ’em every day. The 
following’’statement appears in the re- 
port of a commission of eminent scien- 
tists outside the Department of Agricul- 
ture, who were appointed in 1907 t» 
consider and make recommendations in 
regard to,certain features of the meat 
inspection: 

The commission could easily un- 
dertake to show that not any single 
animal used for food in any part of 
the world would, upon microscopic 
study, be shown to be absolutely free 
from all infection or lesion. 

Thus it appears that the only thing 
for the inspector to do is to use his 
best judgment as to how much dis- 
¢€assd meat our frail constitutions are 
eble to stand. And the only thing for 
the ultimate coosumer to do is to see 
to it that the meat is thoroughly 
cooked, in order to destroy any stray 
germs or minute lesions the inspector 
may, in his haste, have overlooked.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The under- 
lying argument in the testimony of J. 
Pierpont Morgan before the Money 
Trust Investigating Committee was v0 
establish his belief that his group of 
financiers rules the commerce of Amer- 
ica by something akin to a divine right. 
Morgan appeared to be convinced—at 
least that is the impression he gave— 


that there is no power in the state or 
Federal Government competent to pass 


+@-set of laws that will stop the much 


criticised practives that are common in 
the business world. 

Morgan got acquainted with the mem- 
bers of the Investigating Committee to- 
ward the close of his testimony. He 


became almost intimate with Samuel 


Untermyer, the committee’s counsel, 
whom he had watched suspiciously in 
the early hours of the examination. 


Shows Zest in Answers. 

When Morgan took the stand he was 
extremely nervous, and this nervous- 
ness was reflected in the attitude of his 
daughter, Mrs. Herbert Satterlee and 
“Jack,” his son, who sat behind him. 
When he took the stand again it was 
evident that much of Morgan's former 
nervousness had left him. He smiled 
at the committee and its counsel, and 
signified that he was ready for busi- 
ness. But when he returned from lunch- 
eon an entirely different personality 
loomed from the commanding figure. 
Evidently Morgan, ‘‘the ma&gter of fi- 
nance,’’ had found himself as ‘‘Morgan 
the witness.’’ He threw aside all his 
coldness, and all his austerity, and en- 
tered the examination with the zest of 
a man half his years. Evidently he had 


1 come to realize that he had been called 


to Washington to give information to .« 
set of men who were conscientiouslv 
trying to find out wherein lies the trou- 
ible with the financial structure of the 
United States. 

Once Morgan realized the committee 
counsel had no notion of hectoring him 
cr unduly trying to pry into the affairs 
of his: firm or his customers, he unbos- 
omed himself. ‘‘Yes,’’ or ‘‘No,’’ the sim- 
ple answers he had offered in the be- 
ginning, gave way to long and illuminat- 
ing dissertations on finance and men 
and the motives that had induced him 
to enter one transaction and pass an- 
other by. 

Moves Closer to Untermyen 

Joseph H. Choate, the former Am- 
bassador to Great Britain, moved up a 


few feet and joined the'party. Former | 
Senator John C. Spooner of Wisconsin | 
joined the group for a moment and then ' 


took a seat close by.. A few feet from 
their father Mrs. Satterlee and “Jack” 
Morgan sat. Neither the daughter nor 
the son ever took their eyes off Morgan. 
Every emotion of the older man was 


jreflected in the face of his son and 


daughter. 

Shortly’ after Chairman Pujo entered 
the room Morgan asked that he be al- 
lowed..to take a seat on the dais re- 
sdrved for the members of the commit- 
tee. 

“I’m getting old, you know,” he said 
with a broad smile, “and my _ hearing is 
not as good as it used to be.’’ 

Then he stepped upon the dais and sat 
in the second chair from Untermyer. He 
seemed to be much more comfortable 
where he could hear with ease the ques- 
tions asked by the attorney. 

Many good-natured sallies passed be- 
tween Morgan and Untermyer. 


he shot a bolt at his inquisitor. Then 


he looked over at his little group, and : 
if they laughed Morgan led a hilarious 


round of laughter. He seemed to de- 
light in getting the better of Unter- 
myer. His voice, which is a peculiar 
one, neither high nor low, breaks into 
a genuine hearty laugh when-he wishes 
to show merriment. He screwed. up his 
mouth, banged the desk and then swung 
his head back as his mouth opened and 
a peal of laughter burst forth. 

As long as his eyes were focused 
upon the committee or upon the mem- 
bers of his party, Morgan appeared to 
be having a delightful time. When he 
heard the laughter from two or three 
spectators and realized that every eye 
was focused upon his. face, his eyes 
dropped and his smile faded. The pres- 
ence of strangers appeared to embarrass 
him very much. «Even when he left the 
stand he appeared to feel conscious 
that every movement @® his was being 
observed closely. 


There was only one question which 


Morgan did not answer to the extent 
desired by Untermyer. The lawyer was 
extremely anxious to ascertain why Mor- 
gan bought the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance stock from Thomas F. Ryan and 
Edward H. Harriman. Morgan did-not 
seem to like the subject. 
“Greatest Asset Character.” 
During much of ‘the examination it was 
evident Untermyer could not understand 
the viewpoint expressed by Morgan or 
the motives he gave for doing things. 
This difference of viewpoint was shown 
in the question of assets.

He saw no use in trying to stop drain- 
ing the nation’s money from its or- 
dinary courses to be used in stock gamb- 
ling in New York, because the only 
feasible way would be by a usury law 
and people would take their money to 
Europe to lend it to avoid the law.’
